During the past 16 years, he 
has served in the arm ies of four 
nations 
and 
is 
presently

U.S.

Infantry Division 
at 
Schofield Barracks. 


His background is so diverse 
that when he cam e to the United 
States in 1947 he completely con­ 
founded 
im m igration authorities 
by 
b e i n g a Germ an citizen, 
wearing a British uniform and 
identifying 
himself 
with Polish 
discharge papers. 


H o l i k 
was 
born 
39 years 
ago 
in 
Hindenburg, 
Germany, 
and was drafted into the Wehr- 
m acht in 1940, Four years later 
he was captured by the British 
on D-Day. He was then allowed 
to join a Polish unit in G reat 
Britain because he could speak 
the language.
